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ADVISORY ACTION 

The applicants' response filed 6/14/2007 under 37 CFR 1.1 16 in reply to the final 
rejection has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance for the following reasons. 

The following rejection made in the previous office action is maintained. 

Claims 1-9, 11-16, 18, 21-26, 28-34, 56, 58-80 and 97 are rejected under 35 

* 

U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gudmundsson et al., WO 03/076441 (here 
after referred to a WIPO document). 

This rejection is same as made in the previous office e action. Applicants' 
traversal to overcome this rejection was not persuasive. 

Although applicants have accepted the WIPO document is a proper prior art 
applied, applicants have argued that the use taught in the WIPO document is not same 
as instant use. 

First of all, only compound claims and composition claims are rejected not instant 
method of use claims. 

Secondly, the rejection is based on the fact that instant compound and the 
compound of the WIPO document are very closely related, being positional isomers of 
compounds. However, positional isomers are not deemed patentably distinct absent 
evidence of superior or unexpected properties. See In re Crounse, 150 USPQ 554; In re 
Norris 84 USPQ 458; In re Finely 81 USPQ 383 and 387; Ex parte Engelhardt, 208 
USPQ 343; Ex parte Henkel, 130 USPQ 474, regarding positional isomers. 
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Thirdly, given the method of use genus of compounds and method of use 
exemplified for the species taught in the WIPO, one trained in the art would be 
motivated to make the said positional isomer based on the teaching of the WIPO 
document and expect that compound to have the use taught in the WIPO document. 

• Based on these considerations, the rejection is deemed as proper and is 
maintained. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10, 17, 19, 20, 27, 35 and 36 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 101, 108, 120 
and 121 are allowed. Said claims would be allowable as prior art search in the related 
area did not teach or suggest the compounds and method of use embraced in these 
claims.
